reports with full statistics frow. its 
representatives in the Far East. We 
should gather from his speech that 
Mr. Wu takes very little real interest 
himself.in the commerce between the 
two countries; but that he deftly 
utilised his knowledge that it was in 
contemplation to establish an Ameri- 
can Exhibition at Shanghai, and to 
send out a really superfluous commer- 
cial commission ; and he also took the 
opportunity to make a reference to 
the Chinese Exclusion Act. It was 
a very mild reference, as will be seen; 
he said nothing about the exclusion 
of Chinese cheap labour; he only said: 
“You must not exclude them from 
your gates when they come to trade 
with you.” We learn privately from 
Washington that « Bill is shortly ex- 
pected to pass the U.S. House of Re 
presentatives and the Senate authoris- 
ing the appointment of a commission 
to enquire into the best methods of 
increasing U.S. trade with the Far 
East; and we also learn that the 
commission will not consist, as is 
sometimes the case, of professional 
politicians, but that Mr. Rockhill, the 
most suitable man available, will 
probably be appointed at its ‘head. 
It will not probably collect much 
information that is not already at the 
disposal of those interested in trade 
with the Far East if they like to look 
for it: but it will, we suppose, round 
up this information and draw re- 
newed attention to the Far East 
from the U. S. Press and public. 
There is no doubt that the present 
administration at Washington is now 
disposed to pay serious attention to 
all questions brought to its notice 
by the American Asiatic Association, 
and that Association is likely to exert 
a very salutary and deep influence, 
more especially as the lines of its ad- 
vocacy fit in with the Republican 
policy of expansion. ‘The success 
which Mr. Hay, the Secretary of 
State, has had in his demand that the 
European Powers shall declare them- 
selves frankly and squarely in favour 
of maintaining the Open Door in 
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ly remarkable. Russia 
xplicitly’ agreed, for instance, 
that citizens of the United States 
shall have absolutely equal rights 
an subjects in her sphere 
of influence, and that there shall be 
no differential taxation or differential 
railway tariff in her sphere. ‘The 
terms agreed to by Russia are so 
liberal that those who never o

‘Those curious types of Parisian life, the 
chiffonniers, or ragpickers, are threatened 
with extinction, “The Municipal Council, 
it seems, lias been recommendeil to adopt a 
scheme for removing household refuse in 
closed carts and conveying it to furnaces 
for destruction, ‘This sysiem would no 
doubt be an improvement from the sanitary 
point of view, thongh the unfortunate 
bigins, a8 they’ are familiarly called, can 
hardly be expected to take that view of the 
matter. As every visitor to Paris knows 
feom sad experieiice, the present system of 
removing household refuse is primitive in 
the extreme. The occupants of every 
house deposit their refuse ench night 
ina large iron box placed in an 
out-oftheawway corner of the ground 
floor. ‘Chis box is placed by the concierge 
xt morning on the sidewalk, where ‘it 
remains until the chigfonniers have investi- 
gated its contents and the dust carts have 
Temoved what isleft. Aa the 80,000 chigfon- 
niers generally manage to earn between two 
and three franes a day ench, it is estimated 
that the value of the rubbish thrown out 
into the streets of Paris every morning is 
something like four thousind pounds. 
bout one-third of this amount. is repre: 
sented by rigs. ‘Che seraps of material from 
the big millinery and dressmaking extablish- 
ments are in grent request among the 
rubbish-sortin ernity. ‘Lhe pieces of 
flannel, cotton, silk, ete., are carefully sorted 
aus supplied ‘to the paper-makers to be 
transformed: into letter-paper. Red cotto 
bazomes blotting paper, and old string and 
cord of all kinds are’made into cigarette 
papers. ‘The prices of the various’ kinds 
of rags differ considerably, cotton fatching, 
from 8 to 10 francs per 100'kilos, flannel as 
much as 300 francs, aud canvas and silk 
from 70 to $0 franca.

Now the school children have increased to 
the number uf 59,000, and we want a y 
ly grant of Tls. 50,000 from the Council.” 
Now that will have to be taken out of the 
pockets of the European ratepayers, so I 
say we must put our foot down ard say no 
to the scheme, because it is absurd. 

Mr, W. V. Drvstoxp—I very much re- 
gvet [ have not been able to hear the speech 
of Mr. Nils Miller. On. account of the 
acoustic properties of this hall being too bad 
it is absolutely impossible to hear more 
than one word in ten. I therefore am tw 
able really to gather exactly the line he has 
taken in_his argument. except in the 
few words when he turned round in this 
direction. There is one point I think 
should he brought forward prominently at 
this early stage. Very much of what the 
Chairman of the Counieil has said will cou 
mend itself to the good sense and feeling 
of practically everyone here present, but 
he has omitted reference, more than in a 
very indirect and slight’ way, to what I 
think is the most important point in the 
whole question—thatis, the class of Chinese 
who are to benetit by this proposal. In 
the proposal put forward by these three 
gentlemen—Mr. Timothy Richard, Mi 
Hawks Pott, and Mr. Ferguson—there isa 
distinct statement that the class of pupils 
are to be drawn from the Chinese middle 
class. hat is a plain statement, and, as far 
as L can gather from the statement of the 
Chairman of theCouueil, that is the position 
which he, on behalf of the Council, adopts 
ay the right one in putting before the 
ratepayers this proposal. But I venture 
to think that isa very doubtful if not an 
entirely wrong one. ‘The middle-class 
Chinese of this Settlement are, more su 
here thin anywhere in China, 'a wealthy 
class, ‘They can atford to provide them- 
selves with all the necessities of life, and 
agreat many of the luxuries, ‘They are 
able, almost at a moment's notice, to pat 
“thei hands in their pockets and sub- 
scribe ‘Ts. 30,000 in one solid sum to- 
wards the object of this resolution. ‘That 
fact alone shows whit power and com- 
mand of money they have. I do not 
say for a moment that they are not 
right in doing this, but I say that the 
people who ought to appeal to us most 
are the poor labouring class, (ear, 
hear.) ‘The prosperity of this Settlement 
depends quite as much upon the honest, 
hard sweat of the brow of those people as 
it does upon the comfortable everyday 
work of the Chinese middle class.

THE FRANCHISE AT 
SHANGHAI 
To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Cuixa Daity News. 

Sin,—I seldom attend the annual mee 
ing of ratepayers, perhups for thi 
reson anomalies ‘strike mo more forcibly 
than they do regular attendants, ‘The most 
conspicuous of these anomalies was the 
absenca of the class of people on whom 
taxation, comparatively, falls most heavily. 
Only two or three hundred ratepayers were 
prosent, the majority being representatives 
of wealth, and new expenditure which the 
whol» population has to bear was largely 
voted by a fraction of the people, i.e, the 
representatives of wealth and class, "This 
could not Ippen at the end of the 19th 
century in the lands from which we come, 
and therefore a section of the people here 
must be selfishly clingi 1 privileges 
of rule which have heen repudiated by the 
most enlightened governments of Europe 
and America, 

It is « matter of little moment whether 
a wealthy man has to pay taxes to the 
amount of 20 or 200 taels a year; hur in 
Shanghai there are hundreds of foreigners 
earning from 40 to 150 tacls a month, who 
find it very hard t» make ends meet, and 
every increase in taxation,though it be only 
Tis. 10 a year, means the deprivation of 
some comfort or the curtailing of some 
necessary. ‘The weathy rulers of Shanghai 
when voting new expenditure do not 
think of theee people; probsbly it is 
difticult [for them to do so. But surely 
the time has arrived when steps should be 
taken to enlarge the franchise to such an 
extent that it would be impossible for the 
wealthy to lay new burdens on the poor 
without their consent. If there are any 

mong the oligarchy of wealth or class in 
this town who are so unenlightened that 
they would refuse to sanction such a mea 
sure of justice, they might be shipped to 
Mr. Kriiger, who will perhaps attempt to 
start another Republie in Central Africa. 

Another fact which struck me was the 
entire lack of consideration for the lowest 
class of workers among the Chinese dis- 
played by the wealthy ratepayers. There

By the last mail I received a letter from 
London addressed to me care of Phe Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, which informed 
me that a registered package had also been 
sont to the care of the same institution, 
Twenty-four hows after the arrival of the 
mail a nan is sent from the Post Otliew to 
my private address with a receipt roquiring 
my signature as having received delivery of 
the package. He is questioned as to the 
whereabouts of the package but says that he 
does not know, but believes it to be at the 
Post Office. Naturally I decline to sign the 
receipt without the production of the purcel. 
Later in the day enquiries are made on my 
behalf a the Post Ofice—they do not 
attempt to rectify their errors themselves— 
and it is olicited that the packaye is at the 
Post Office, that, although addressed to the 
Hongkong’ and "Shanghai Bank, it had 
never been delivered there, and that, 
although they (the Post Ollice) undertook 
the responsibility of delivery, it did nut 
occur to them that it was hecessry that 
the package should accompany the official 
receipt. When is Shanghai going to be 
properly served by a British Postmaster 
with a British staff in a proper British 
Post Oftice ?

he “lavish kindness” with which their 
weaknesses are customarily wlazed over. 

It is pretty generally known that muzzles 
are stolen; that they are sold and con- 
verted into nails and similar articles of 
minterial use. Cannot this business by 
some means be put an end to? I think it 
can. In the event of no better suggestion 
T would submit that the Council should 
furnish the collars ; that the collars whe- 
ther of metal or leather should be so 
perforated as ta render them unmarketable 
and that the distinctive perforation should 
comprise the number (nf the license in 
Unglish figures) and the Couneil’s chop (in 
Chinese).

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THE TRIAL OF THE 
MURDERERS OF MR. BROOKS. 
aniline 


Tho trial of the murderers of Mr. Brooks 
took placa on the 28th of February and 
the following days, at Chinantu, in the 
presence of Mr. C. W. Campbell, of H.B.MLs 
Consular Service. 

Before the trial .was held Mr. Campbell 
visited the disturbed district, where the 
murder was committed. After going over 
the ground the case could be understood 
much more clearly ; besides which, the visit 
ofa British Consul in a green chair escorted 
by sometwenty of the Governor's soldiers had 
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an excellent effect on the population, Tho 
officinls of the four districts, visited were 
more or less servile, only one showing any 
disinclination to toe the line, The officials 
in Chinanfu, from Yuan Shil-k'ai dow: 
wards, were reasonable and respectfl with- 
out heing obsequious. 

‘Twenty-two names were given in of 
persons suspected of complicity in the 
murder, Ol these fifteen were arrested,, 
and tho authorities added three others, 
making eighteen to be tried. It proved 
however, tht the majority of these, whether 
implicated in Tutuo Hui offences’ or uot, 
had no hand in the murder of Mr, Brooks. 

‘The trial was conducted by the Provincial 
Tudge in x large hall of the Hofang-chi 
where important cnses are taken, Mr. Camp 
bell took with him as secretaries Mr. Ma- 
thews(Mr. Brooks's culleague),aud Me, Coul- 
ing (English Baptist Mission, Shantung). 

‘Three tubles were arranged as three sides 
ofw regular hexugon; the Judge sut at the 
centre tuble, with Mfr, Campbell on the left 
the seat of houour; at the Judge's side table 
sat three expectant pretecis; at the table on 
Mr. Campbell's side sat Me. Mathews, Mr. 
Couting, and the Governor's interpreter, 
who, of course, was not uyed at all during 
the trial, 

Mr. Campbell put_ most of his questions 
Mirough the Judge, but sometimes when it 
was desirous to get aquick reply without 
allowing time for consideration he addressed 
the prisoner or witness direct. 

‘The men more or less clusely connected 
with the murder were these seven -—

‘The evidence of the prisoners when sifted 
and arranged, amounts to the following: — 

Méng was the leader. He suid the 
foreign devils had poisoned lis brother, aud 
others of his family bad been killed in the 
fight at. P'ingyuan, where so many 
Jost their lives sume mouths ago. Fur re- 
veuge, therefore, he came down from En- 
hsien to stir up strife in Feich'éng. With 
Wang and Chung he went to Feich‘éng city, 
appeared on the atreets of the south suburb 
Wilh red cloths round their hends, got sume 
recruits, and returned to Changehiatien, a 
large village about 30 i west of Feich’éng. 
‘The Feich'éng official declares that he was 
never informed of their presence in the 
suburb. 

‘The sixth day the two Wu's (who were not 
reluted to one another) and Ping, a mere 
silly youth led astray by Wu Fang-ch’éng, 
went over from Feich‘éng to Changchiatien 
nnd joined Méng and the others in an inn 
theré, on the morning of the 30th of Decem- 
ber Just. 

‘Phe six men were having breakfast when 
theyheard x commotion on the steeet, and 
were told that a foreigner was passing. This 
was Mr. Brooks, who was going from Tai: 
to Piingyin, one and a-halidays’ journey, and 
who at this time (about 10 aan.) was within 
four hours of the end of his ride. The six men 
rushed out,some putting on red headcloths as 
they went, and overtook Mr. Brooks just out- 
side the village, a crowd of villagers follow- 
ing them. The“ village” it nay be remarked, 
hug over 1,000 families, or say over 6,000 
inhabitants. i 

Dir. Brooks, seeing several inen rushing 
at bim with swords in their hands, jumped 
of his doukey, closed with the fires man 





















































Mang, and managed to take the sword from 
'him.”'The two men named Wu attacked 
‘him, however, and wounded him on the 
temples, cheek and arms.
